1. LENINGRAD DIPLOMATICAGENCY HAS SPECIFICALLY INFORMED CONGEN 
THAT RECENT SOVIET MODIFICATION OF TRAVEL CONTROLS DID NOT 
HAVE ANY APPLICATION TO CONGEN PERSONNEL. FACT THAT CONGEN 
PERSONNEL PRESENTLY TRAVEL ON 24-HOUR NOTICE TO MOSCOW STEMS 
FROM AN EARLIER BILATERAL TRADE-ONE WHICH CONCERNED RECIPROCAL 
NEW YORK- WASHINGTON TRAVEL BY SOVIET EMBASSY AND UN PERSONNEL. 

2. CONGEN CONSIDERS IT ADVISABLE TACTICALLY THAT WE REFRAIN FOR 
TIME BEING FROM EXTENDING RELAXATION FOR SOVIET PERSONNEL 
PROPOSED PARA 5, REF B, WHILE POINTING OUT TO SOVIETS THAT WE 
FULLY RECEPTIVE TO FURTHER RELAXATION OF TRAVEL CONTROLS 
SPECIFICALLY CONCERNING OUR RESPECTIVE CONSULATES GENERAL. 

IF SOVIET SIDE SHOULD QUESTION ABSENCE OF SAN FRANCISCO AREA 
PROVISIONS IN OUR RECIPROCAL RELAXATIONS. RECORD CLEARLY SHOWS 
THAT BALL IS IN THEIR COURT TO DO FOR LENINGRAD OBLAST WHAT THEY 
HAVE DONE FOR MOSCOW OBLAST. 
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
